The first sentence ever written in- 


to American government was this: 
Equal justice under law. 


Congress writes the law, but it is 


the courts which must determine the 
interpretation oi the law so Hint jus- 
tice is finally clone. For no one honest- 
ly contends that mere majority rule 
on all questions constitutes justice. 
Minorities 
have 
been 
mistreated 


throughout all Europe simply on the 
ground that the majority could do 
no wrong. 


And so there must be judicial re- 


view of all decisions reached by pub- 
lic bureaus with respect to private 
citizens, their property, their rights, 
and their lives. 


- All of us at-times grow impatient 
of 
the 
well-known delays of 
the 


courts. But the alternative, as present- 
ed elsewhere throughout the world 
today, is an alternative of doubt, fear, 
poverty, and oppression.

assurances that they would be able 
to continue buying war supplies in 
this country when their dollar assets 
ran out.
